And this is the reason why the 
capital is a very poor specimen of 
the ‘‘one hoss” town today; there 
is no place there to build a town— 
the

damned 
her 
from the start, and no man of en ­ 
terprise and 
business ability 
has 
ever located there and never will, 
hence there is no reasonable hope 
that the little burg by the big frog 
pond will or can ever be anything 
else than an eye sore to the people 
of the state and a source of deri­ 
sion and contempt to outsiders. U n ­ 
fortunately the people of Jefferson 
City staked their luck against for­ 
tune and put it to the touch to 
win 
or lose it all by chucking them­ 
selves and their little all down into 
the bottoms of the deep gulches be­ 
tween the high and rugged hills of 
that locality and lost, and 5 et n o­ 
body is or could be to blame for the 
loss, much less held responsible for 
it.
